His investigations include 
food and dairy chemistry, poultry 
nutrition and metabolism, effect of 
carbon dioxide on metabolism, 
cause of vitamin C destruction In 
cooking, vitamins in canned foods, 
phenolcholorine water contamina- 
tion, oxygen and other corrosive 
agents In canned foods. 

Dr. Static Erlcson, head of the 
Home Economics department and 
president of the Bluegrass Dietetic 
association, said in announcing the 
meeting. "Dr. Kohman is highly 
regarded in his field and Is also a 
popular speaker. That is why we 
believe that the general public, as 
well as strictly profeslonal groups, 
will be interested in hearing him.

BONES OF INDIAN 
ARE UNCOVERED 



V. K. Museum Staff Photo- 
graphs Grave; Rones Are 
IMaced in Class Case; No 
Artifacts Found 

The bones of an Indian, probably 
a member of the Algonquin tribe, 
were uncovered by P.W.A. workers 
at Stoll field Friday, March 13. The 
grave, thought to be about three 
hundred years old, was found be- 
neath the cinder path of the ath- 
letic field. 

The Indian, whose skull and leg 
bones were still intact, was thought 
to have been approximately sixteen 
years old at the time of burial 
Members of the department of an- 
thropology at the University were 
unable to say whether it was a boy 
or girl 

The grave was noticed by W. T 
Records, who Immediately notified 
members of the University museum 
staff. Pictures of the grave were 
taken after which the bones were 
removed to the museum where 
they will be assembled in a glass 
case by referring to the photo- 
graph. 

This discovery brings to mind the 
finding last year of the grave ot an 
Indian baby at Stoll field. It also 
renews the belief that Stoll field 
Is a prehistoric burying ground of 
the Indians. 

No artifacts were lound in the 
grave.

Reckless pedestrians and reckless motorists 
alike arc responsible. The motorcar is an in 
dispensable tool of our civilization, but we have 
not learned how to use it without incurring in- 
calculable losses of life, health and properly. 
The present waste is tragic and intolerable, and 
ii should not be allowed to continue.

REAL PLAYS? 



Lexington has long enjoyed the reputation of 
being a cultured town. For decades her church- 
es, industries, schools and colleges have pro- 
duced an environment which is the envy of 
most southern cities. The present generation, 
now denied the entertainment of the legitimate 
stage, has opportunity to rival the "old days,"— 
and again to witness great presentations of out- 
standing plays. 

At one time. Lexington was known as "the 
best one-night stand in America." This was not 
an empty title It was true. Stock companies 
rivaled each other for the right to play to the 
appreciative audiences of this city. The advent 
of the moving picture, and the World War were 
responsible for a great deal of indifference to 
the stage, and led finally to the total discon- 
tinuance of the plays. 

Operas, symphony orchestras and ballets have- 
also vanished along with the stage productions. 
At present there is a revival of interest. Con- 
cert artists are being heard in Lexington in con- 
nection with the movement in other cities. Noth- 
ing, however, has been done to alleviate the 
plight of the play. 

The management of the Opera House has 
announced that it will bring a first-rate road 
show to Lexington if sufficient interest is mani- 
fested by the citizens. In this case, it is the duty 
of all playgoers to support the movement. If 
the plan is adopted, actors will begin to grace 
our stage in person. Their shadows will blend 
with those of another day. Charles Timblin's 
"Jeetcr I.cster" will pave the way for others to 
add their voices to those such great actors as 
Sara Ik-rnhardi, Maude Adams, Alice Brady, 
William Cilletie, Richard Mansfield and all ihe 
others in the host who have played to capacity 
houses here. 

The Kernel advocates that University of Ken- 
tucky students support this movement to re- 
vive plays on the legitimate stage The value of 
such entertainment to the cultural and social 
background of the student is positive.
